’’ PHE  Writer  of  tlicfc  Obfervations 
-L  lays,  that  he  never  beheld  any  city 
which  ottered  lb  charming  a  fpeftacle  to 
a  llranger  on  his  arrival ;  it  is  impottible 
to  behold,  without  an  equal  degree  of 
furpril'e  and  admiration,  fo  capital  a 
plsce  lituatcd  in  the  fea^  and  built,  as  it 
Were,  upon  tnc  furface  of  the  waters. 
All  the  Itreets  of  Venice  arc  iiitcrlcitcd 
by  canals;  and  every  Icnbbling  traveller 
h  ti  taken  care  to  acquaint  the  curious, 
that  the  inhabitants  make  ufe  of  gondo¬ 
las,  t  r  covered  boats,  inllcad  of  coaches 
and  chairs.  It  would  however,  fays  he, 
have  been  unpaidonable  if  1  had  not  men¬ 
tioned  them,  though  the  very  defeription 
ot  a  city  coiiftru»51ed  upon  the  water,  and 
having  I'uch  a  general  communication  of 
4\  its  paits  by  means  of  the  lame  ele¬ 
ment,  could  Icarcc  admit  of  any  other 
than  water-carriages.  Let  us  then  pro¬ 
ceed  to  fumething  more  important. 

The  government  of  this  republic  is 
zriltocratic  ;  the  fenate,  at  the  head  of 
which  the  doge  or  grand  duke  prcfidcs,  ii 
VoL.

fupremc  and  abfolutc,  and  takes  upon  it- 
felf  the  adminiflration  of  public  atfairs 
both  foreign  and  dome  (tic.  One  would 
think,  by  the  majeftic  pride  of  the  doge, 
the  magniftcence  of  his  drefs,  the  fplca- 
dour  of  his  palace,  and  the  pomp  of  his 
retinue,  that  he  was  the  fonreign  of  the 
country;  but  in  reality  he  is  only  a  phan- 
torn  reprefenting  the  authority  of  the  le- 
nate,  and  very  often  has  not  fo  much  cre¬ 
dit  and  influence  in  the  (late  as  a  private 
nobleman.  In  the  fenate  he  has  only  a 
vote  as  a  Ample  fenator.  His  ideal  fovc* 
reignty  gives  him  a  right  indeed  to  enter 
into  ad  courts  of  judicature,  and  he  may 
give  his  opinion  in  all  doubtful  caufei, 
but  every  other  fenator  has  a  right  to  op- 
pole  him. 

Tilt  V'enctian  nobles  arc  grave,  haugh¬ 
ty,  infatuated  with  the  grandeur  of  their 
rank,  and  flaves  to  their  dignities.  They 
can  have  no  interconrfc  with  the  am- 
balTadors  of  foreign  nations,  or  any  of 
their  retinue,  nor  very  little  with  fo¬ 
reigners  of  difliii^ion.  Policy  forbids 
thefc  connections:  he  who  Ihuuld  de¬ 
part  from  this  rule,  would  be  fufpeCted 
by  the  fenate,  and  never  be  preferred  to 
any  of  the  great  offices  of  dale*  ,

republic  of  Venice  give  very  rea¬ 
dy  rewards  to  thofc  who  point  out  the 
I'll  f arbators  of  the  public  tranquillity, 
clprci.dly  when  their  intelligence  proves 
ufcfiil.  They  even  attend  to  anonymous 
letters  atid  information  ;  for  which  piir- 
pofe,  1  think  they  have  fallen  upon  a 
much  better  method  than  your  news¬ 
papers  in  England  ;  fur  in  them  it  fre-  • 
qucntly  happens,  that  in  order  to  expofe 
the  bad  conduift  of  your  governors,  or  to 
gratify  the  private  views  of  party,  you 
c  -iivcy  peruic'lous  intelligence  to  your 
lurcigii  enemies.  Under  the  piazzas  of 
tl*e  palace  of  St  Mark,  and  in  fcvcral 
parts  of  the  galleries,  are  placed  the  muz^ 
of  bullii,  into  which  any  pcrl'on  may 
tfirow  no’es  or  letters,  which  fall  into  a 
C(^nccalcd  box,  of  which  the  council  of 
It  Ue  keeps  the  keys.

been  known  to  open  their  ports  for  the 
importation  of  ladies  of  pleafure,  when  a 
fcarcity  of  this  article  has  been  perceived 
at  Venice.

In  the  firfl  place 
they  alledgc  that  the  free  licence  they  give 
to  proflitutes  preferves  the  chaflity  of 
their  wives  and  daughters,  and  prevents 
the  contamination  of  noble  fainiJie**}  Ne¬ 
ver  was  a  government  more  deceived 
than  that  of  Venice  in  this  refpe^l,  for 
criminal  intrigues  with  perfonsofthe  firft 
diflin^tiou  arc  more  frequent  here  than  in 
any  other  part  of  Europe,  efpccially  when 
priefls  and  foreigners  of  condition  arc 
the  gallants,  on  whofe  fecrefy  the  ladies 
can  rely,  for  obvious  reafons*  Secondly 
they  fay  that  it  induces  travellers  and  fca- 
faring  perfoiis  to  fpend  n\pney  in  the 
ftatc,  which  they  would  otlierwife  carrf 
awly.

“  peace  to  all  fuch  !**  Although  fomc 
incimfidcrate  and  ungenerous  expreflioni 
may  have  accidentally  dropped  from 
them,  they  arc  noways  to  be  ranked 
with  fuch  inconfeientious  libellers  as  the 
anonymous  author  of  the  Protefiant^s  Rt^ 
joluthriy  and  fo  many  others  of  the  fame 
kidney,  who  write,  one  would  think, 
with  a  premeditated  drfign  of  mifrepre- 
fentingihe  Roman  Catholic  do^rine,  and 
of  rendering  its  profeiEors  the  'ohjett  of 
popular  deteilation.  As  they  obferve  no 
rules  of  decorum  or  decency  in  their  at¬ 
tacks,  I  Iball  not  think  mylelf  under  any 
obligation  of  treating  them  with  much 
regard  in  my  defence :  (o  much  the  more, 
tli.u  1  am  pleading  the  caufe  of  a  Harm- 
Icfs  and  injured  people,  who  arc  hilTed 
at  when  they  but  dare  to  mutter  their 
own  apology. 

What  !  am  I,  then,  the  avovved  advo¬ 
cate  of  Papery? — No,  Sir!  but  I  am, 
and  ever  will  be,  the  avowed  advocate  of 
Irutlfy — fhould  truth,  peradventure,  lie 
on  the  fide  of  Papifts — as  1  am,  and  ever 
will  be  the  avowed  enemy  of  calumny 
and  flander,  (hould  thefe,  unluckily,  be 
met  with  on  the  fide  of  Protefiaiits.  Ai 
1  have  lived  the  mofl  part  of  my  life  in 
places  abounding  with  Roman  Catholics 
1  have  had  more  and  better  opportunl 
tics  of  examining  into  their  diwilrines 
and  of  ohferving  their  praiflices,  than  the 
mod  of  Proteltants  can  pofTibly  have; 
and  I  have  been  long  fully  convinced, 
that  neither  their  do^lrines  nor  their 
pniflices  arc  fuch  as  they  are  commonly 
reprefented.  1  would  not  wifh  to  be  mif- 
underfbuxL  I  do  not  fay  that  no  Ro¬ 
man  Ciinolics  have  taught,  much  left 
that  no  Roman  Catholics  have  praiJFifed 
very  pernicious  diiClrints  :  the  contrary 
is  evident  from  incontcflible  monuments. 
There  h.ive  been  times  of  darknefs  and 
degeneracy,  when  the  dciJliine  of  Jrpo< 
fir.f'  pcnvrry  in  particular,  was  generally 
taught  .and  pi.uflifed.  A  thoufand  fchool- 
men,  the  fycophants  of  the  court  of 
Rome,  have  ailetied  that  the  Po;>e,  as 
Vicar  of  Chnft,  might  abfolve  fuhjeifls 
from  their  ciaihs  of  allegiance,  transfer 
crowns  from  one  head  to  another,  and 
difpofe  of  kingdoms  and  empires,  as  the 
lord  paramount  i>l  the  Chriftian  world  : 
and  theic  have  not  be«*n  wanting  fomc 
afpoiiig  pontifb.,  who  ventured  to  realiie 
ihofe  niouflroiis  prerogatives  :  But  this 
prettnilcd  temporal  fupremacy  of  the 
Pope  was  never,  even  in  the  mofl  unen-' 
li^btcNcd  periods,  ’ackaiowledged  an  tr* 
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\\c\r  of  Catholic  faith  ;  and,  in  propor¬ 
tion  as  the  miits  of  ignorance  were  dif- 
p;lled,  it  was  exploded  in  almoft  every 
Olholic  country  as  a  dangerous, and  even 
iT^pious  tenet,  but  what  is  exploded 
an  an  impious  Urnet,  by  the  greateft  part 
<  f  Catholics,  cannot  poffibly  be  a  Ca- 
tMlic  principle :  therefore,  the  doctrine 
I't  drprfrig  poaver  is  falfely  and  injurioufly 
ci^ircd  among  Roman  Catholic  prin¬ 
ciples. 

The  other  accufations  are  equally,  or 
rather  dill  more  groundlels.  A  few, 
but  a  few,  lax  cafuifts  in  the  Ro- 
rr.i.h  communion,  have  taught,  that  it  is 
Liwinl,  on  fome  occafions,  to  employ 
pious  f'’aiids,  equivocations  and  mental 
icicrvations ;  not  only  for  the  fake  of  re- 
but  alio  in  the  common  occur¬ 
rences  of  life  ;  not  only  with  heretics, 
blit  allb  with  thofe  of  the  fame  profcflTion. 
But  what  was  the  conftant  fate  of  all 
thoi'c  theological  paradoxes  ?  On  their 
»eiy  firil  appearance,  they  were  expofed 
by  Catholic  tlivlnes,  cenfured  by  Catholic 
univerlities,  and  condemned  by  Catholic 
IvikkIs  ;  and  the  books,  in  which  they 
were  found,  ordered  to  be  burned  by  the 
hind  ol  the  common  hangman. — Was 
tnrrr  any  thing  in  all  this  that  gives 
to  conclude,  that  they  were  conti- 
iUred  as  Catholic  principles?  Perhaps, 
Ionic  bold  adventurers  in probttbilifm  may 
hiK*  taken  upon  them  to  decide  that 
N  >  faith  is  to  be  kept  with  heretics  ;** 
th  vigh  I  rnull  confefs  1  have  never  met 
any  that  maintained  this  diabolical 
po'.ition  :  but  what  is  that  to  thofe  Ro- 
fnan  Catholics  who  affirm,  with  one 
'  >!ce.  that  it  is  a  “  damnable  maxim 
iind  are  ready  to  abjure  if  in  the  faftne  fo- 
Jin'.n  manner  that  they  abjure  the  devil 
their  baptilm  ? 

I  t  fa»!t,  we  have  not  heard  of  a  finglc 
in  Kngland  or  Ireland,  who  has 
^luh-  the  b  aft  fcruple  to  take  the  oath  of 
■>  r  i.vi'e  preferibed  by  the  latt  a^s  of 
ficir  rd'ptCtive  parliaments;  although 
^  ^-I'iiUMtion  t)f  all  the  fore-mentioned 
'  'ixious  irnels  be  cxprtlly  contained 
*  ■  ;  a»,  1  although,  as  was  olil'crved  by 

“•  taiinent  membet  ihc  IloufcofCom- 
I'loo';,  it  is  far  from  being  couched  in  the 
driicate  teems  imaginable.— From 
*l‘is  con»lj(ft  of  the  Rritiib  Catholics  is 
‘bmired  an  argument  which,  i  appre- 
brnd,  is  alone  decifive  of  the  qucRiun  in 
dfhate.  While  thry  take  this  oath,  and 
^'^.i'ue  thofe  dodfrines,  they  either  rr- 
in  the  Romilh  cotiimuniun,  or  they 


do  not.  If  they  arc  fup'pofed  to  remain 
in  the  Romilh  communion,  it  is  evident 
that  the  maxims  they  fo  formally  abne¬ 
gate  cannot  be  Romilh  principles.  But 
if,  by  taking  the  oath,  they  ceafe  to  be 
Romanifts, — then,  furcly,  they  ceafe,  at 
the  fame  time,  to  be  anfwerable  for  any 
RomiOi  principle  whatever :  fo  that,  in 
any  event,  the  charge  againll  them  it 
a  falfe,  malicious,  unwarrantable  charge. 

It  is  to  no  purpofe,  after  this,  for  En- 
mencs,and  others  of  thelike  intolerant  dif- 
poruions,to  exclaim,  that  it  is  “  a  leading 
principle  in  the  Roman  Catholic  religion, 
That  it  is  meritorious  either  to  deceive 
or  deftroy  a  heretic.’*— It  is  to  no  purpofe' 
for  them  to  pick,  from  the  hiftory  of  tu¬ 
multuous  times,  examples  of  fraud  or 
cruelty  pra^tifed  by  Papifts;  (were  the  Pa- 
pills  inclined  to  retaliate,  they  could,  cer¬ 
tainly,  make  heavy  retaliations). — It  is  to 
no  purpofe  to  collcdl,  in  fupport  of  their 
iinjull  affertion,  the  authorities  of  theo- 
logiies,  the  refcripts  of  Pcjpes,  or  even 
the  decrees  of  councils,  if  any  fuch  de¬ 
crees  there  be.  The  Roman  Catholic, 
will  ftill  repeat,  that  “  he  believes  no 
fuch  doctrines  :**  and  I  fee  no  other  an- 
fwer  that  can  be  returned,  but  that  “  he. 
)g  a  d— I  lying  Papift,  to  whofe  afPe- 
verations  n<i  credit  is  due  !** — If  the  ad- 
verfaries  of  popery  and  the  abettors  of 
perfecution  chufe  to  adopt  this  mode  of 
ratiocination,  much  good  may  it  doihem! 
If  not  a  gre  at  pa  oof  of  fuperior  Judgment, 
it  is,  at  leafl.  a  fuflicicnt  manitcllatio!)  of 
fuperlative  zeal.  The  popadacc  will,  I 
doubt  not,  a oplaud  them  for  it ;  bigot s  w  ill 
rank  them  among  the  champions  t)f  the 
Proteftant  caufe,  and  whole fynods(it  may 
be  !)  will  found  their  praife: — But  the 
candid,  the  humane,  the  enlightened 
part  of  the  nation  will  view  their  condtiA 
in  a  different  light,  and  confider  them  as. 
didnrbers  of  the  public  peace,  fomcnlcrs 
of  fedition  and  civil  difeord,  the  profef- 
fevl  enemies  of  Religiotis  Moderation^  an'l,* 
whatever  they  pretend,  the  real  enemies 
of  their  country. 

And  HOW,  Sir,  may  I  he  permitted 
addrefs  mylclf  to  the  reverend  Clergy,  iai 
a  manaier  fomewhal  different  from  that 
in  which  they  have  been  recently  addref- 
frd. — I  would,  by  no  means,  advife  you,; 
Gentlemen,  tt»  “  revife  the  popifh  con- 
troverfy,**  or  indeed  any  kind  of  contro- 
verfy  at  all ;  becaiife  of  all  methods  it  is, 
perhaps,  the  lea*!  effeAiial  to  remov;  our 
religious  differcpces — I  .would  far  left' 
advife  you  “  to  preach  againft  popery 
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yoDCOuIJ  not  takf  a  more  proper  mca- 
iarc  to  give  it  a  credit  and  inMuenre, 
vthfch  at  prefent  it  rc  tlly  hai*  not. — But-l 
vroutd  advii'e  you  (with  all  due  fubiuif* 
Eon)  “  to  revife**  your  Biblcii  and  “  to 
preach”  the  ptirc,  the  peaceful  doctrines 
of  the  CofiKi  of  Jksi’S  : — a  Gofpel  that 
breathes  nothing  but  meeknefs,  n.ercy, 
and  uuiverfal  benevolence.— Make  thefc 
|i;#xHike  virtues  the  oriiiniiy  fubjc<Jt  of 
your  inftruiliou'' — teach  your  hearers  to 
lonrnler  all  mankind,  Fapillse\tn  unex- 
erpted,  as  their  brethren.  Kemiud  them 
oflcn  of  that  pioua  Samaritan,  “  tl«at 
|H>urfd  his  wine  and  hus  oil”  into  the 
wounds  of  the  ai/lided  Itranger.  Tell 
them,  if  you  will,  that  the  koman  C.i- 
Itu.lics  are  a  poor  deluded  people  ;  but 
tell  them,  at  the  fame  time,  that  flic 
fared  me.in**  of  dcltroying  that  delulion 
arc  compaliiou,  lenity,  iweetnefs  ;  and, 
abort  all,  a  holy  and  exampl  iry  life. — 
B*.  the  f»rd  youiftUes  to  piai‘tire  ihefe  fi- 
liitary  leffons  :  “  Let  your  light  fo  Ibinc 
before  men,  that  they  may  fee  your  good 
works,  aiul  glorify  your  Father  which  is 
In  heaven!”  1  am,  Ecc.

IX  this  fenfc  we  find  .in  e(|iial  aptitude 
to  He  afle^ted  in  a  foft  and  delicate 
manlier;  and  how  far  fw'cct  or  beautiful 
founds  agree  v^ith  our  deferiptions  of 
beauty  in  other  ftnf»'8,  the  experience  of 
rvery  one  nnift  deciile.  Milton  has  de- 
(eiilied  this  fpcci-s  of  niulic  in  one  of  his 
jiirrnile  poems  [I/Alitgro].  1  reed  not 
fay  that  Milton  was  perfc<5tly  well  ve-ifed 
in  that  art  ;  and  that  n<i  man  had  a  finer 
rar,  with  a  happier  maner  of  expref- 
fing  the  alTV^lions  of  one  fenfe  by  meta¬ 
phors  taken  from  anotlier.  The  deferip- 
tion  is  as  follows  ;

it  by  their  intricacy  and  variety. 

1  o  the  al)ovc* mentioned  dcfcriptlon  I 
fliall  add  one  or  two  remarks.  The  firft 
it>,  tliat  the  beautiful  in  muGc  will  not 
bear  that  loudnefs  and  itrength  of  foundi 
w  liicli  may  be  uled  to  raife  other  pafTioiis; 
nor  notes,  which  are  Ihrill,  or  harih,  or 
deep ;  it  agrees  beft  with  fuch  as  art 
clear,  even,  fmooth,  and  weak.  The  fe¬ 
cund  is,  that  great  variety  and  quick 
tr.infiti()ii3  from  one  meafure  or  tone  to 
another, -ire  contrary  to  the  genius  of  the 
beautiful  in*  mulic.  Such  *  tranlition 
often  excite  mirth,  or  other  fudden  aud 
tumultuous  paffions  ;  hut  not  that  fink¬ 
ing,  that  melting,  tliat  languor,  which  ii 
the  rharadfei  iftical  cffe<5t  of  the  beautiful, 
as  it  regards  every  fenfe.  The  paflion 
excited  by  beauty  is,  in  faft,  nearer  to  a 
fpecics  of  melancholy  than  to  jollity  and 
mirth.  I  tio  not  here  mean  to  confine 
mulic  to  any  one  fpecics  of  rotes  or 
tone*,  neither  is  it  an  art  in  which  I  can 
l.iy  J  have  any  grc.it  (kill.  My  foie  dc- 
fign  in  this  tem.ok  is,  to  fettle  a  confiftent 
ide.i  of  beauty.  Fhe  infinite  variety  of 
the  atTedioiis  of  the  foul  will  fuggeft  to  a 
gooil  he  ld  and  Ikilful  ear  a  variety  of 
fuch  IouihIs  a.*  are  fitted  to  raife  them. 
It  can  be  r.o  prejudice  to  this,  to  clear 
and  diltiuguiib  fomc  few  particulars  that 
belong  to  the  fame  clafs,  and  ape  conlil* 
tent  with  each  other,  from  the  immenfe 
croud  of  different,  and  fometimes  con¬ 
tradictory  ideas,  that  rank  vulgarly  under 
the  fiandaid  of  beauty-  And  of  ihcfe  it 
is  my  intention  to  m«rk  fuch  only  of  the 
leading  points  as  fiicw  the  conformity  of 
the  fenfe'of  hearing,  with  all  the  other 
(enfes  in  the  article  of  their  plcafurct.

young  highwayman,  with  that  kind  of 
voice  fiiflicicnt  to  qualify  him  for  the  full 
enjoyment  of  convivial  pleafures. 

iiad  Walker  taken  the  advantages  of 
the  run  of  the  play,  he  might  have  efta 
blilhed  his  fortune  ;  but  fuccefs  w’aicw 
t.ital  to  him,  and  now  had  nearly  turned 
his  brain ;  for,  intoxicated  with  applaufc, 
he  im.sgincd  his  performance  of  any  thing 
would  get  him  the  fame  reputation  ;  he 
accordingly  fat  down  to  W’ritc  an  opera 
himfelf,  and  a^itially  produced  one,  ia 
two  years  afterwards,  called  “  The  Q«i 
kcr’h  Opera;”  and  tluis  having  him 
fclf  into  reputation,  wr§te  himfelf  out  of 
it. 

A  little  after  this,  Walker  was  difmif 
fed  the  theatre,  from  whence  he  went 
over  to  Ireland,  where  he  remained^V 
nti/hing  under  •varnuj  re^volutlons  of  theo 
triiul  fortune^  till  the  year  1745*  when 
he  died.  There  are  prints  of  him  to  be 
feen  how  in  the  charaviter  of  Macheatbi 
in  fomc  oY  the  old  print*  (hops  ;  and  fuch 
is  the  n«<5l nation  of  talle  in  drefs,  lh*l

The 
gallant  Welchman  took  him  at  his  word, 
and  tailed  away,  leaving  Yaufciir  exult¬ 
ing  in  his/fz/q^c,  and  joking  thr  nigh  Ihc 
tt>wn  on  his  raihnef  ,  who,  niter  prorni- 
fuig  to  retnrn  with  him  in  low  tlie  next 
diy,  followed,  and  foirnl  him  waiting  for 
him  in  the  place  appointed,  where  he 
was  welcomed  by  a  Inoadude  f'oured  into 
him,  and  after  that  another,  before  he  was 
ready  to  return  tlie  firll  ;  but  the  event

The  brave  Briton  fignihed  his  fucreff 
to  the  Admiralty,  in  alcttcr  writN  n  with 
his  own  hand,  more  1  iconic  than  tie- 
gant,  and  addreffed  To  il c]r  Honours  AKd 
Ghrits  at  tljf  Admiralty^  as  onr  v-*liawt 
captain  could  figlit  his  Ihip  rrmch  better 
than  write  a  letter.  It  gave  ?x  much 
pleafurc  to  tbc  B  >.ud  a*  the  retitioncf 
the  rife,  progrefs,  and  evert  of  the  hardy 
aflion,  by  the  hand  of  oiir  Coeful  at  that 
place,  did  sHonirtmicnt  and  wonder.— 
However,  the  royal  acknowledgment 
was  fent  to  him  for  his  fervice,  ami  he 
was  ordered  home  with  his  prize.  Upon

In  other  Inftances  Dr  Symonds  flicw.s, 
t!iat  the  Athenians,  however  brave  and 
poiiiheil,  were  much  too  nnjiifi,  »»ppref- 
iue,  and  cruel,  to  be  propofed  as  models 
for  the  irmlation  of  Hiitaiii. 

Lafily,  as  to  the  Romans,  tliongh  their 
Italian  colonie‘»  rarinot  propcily  be  called 
colznici  in  the  nioderii  acceptation  of  that 
tenu,  vet,  granting  lint  they  were,  no 
c  onnection  appe.ars,  or  is  pretended,  to 
have  fubliflod  between  Rome  and  her  co¬ 
lonies  in  matter  of  trade,  whicli  can  jiifli- 
fy  a romp.inl'on  with  Hritain,  or  fnpport 
hei  rigid  of  taxation.  “  Rome  taxed  her 
colonies  at  pleafiirc,  but  the  never  rc- 
ftrained  tluir  trade,  Binch  lefi  monopo¬ 
lized  it;  Great  Frirain,  on  the  contrary, 
has  not  only  taxed  her  colonies,  bnt  haa 
alloengrofi'ed  all  the  ad vantag-s  of  tlieir 
commerce.

Take  the  dung  of  a  C()w  or  ox,  and  make 
it  thill  with  vinegar,  fo  as  to  be  of  the 
confidence  of  thick  broth,  and  having  ad¬ 
ded  a  handful  of  (mail  fair,  rub  his  fore¬ 
legs  from  the  knees,  and  the  hind-legi* 
from  the  gambrels,  chafing  tliein  well 
with  and  ag  linll  the  hair,  that  the  reme¬ 
dy  may  fink  in  and  hick  to  thole  parts, 
that  they  ni.iy  be  all  covered  over  w  ith  it. 
'I’hus  leave  the  horfe  till  morning,  not 
wetting  his  legs,  but  giving  him  hi*  wa¬ 
ter  tl<at  eveniiig  in  a  pa1l :  next  morning 
lead  him  to  the  river,  or  walh  his  Icgi  in 
well  water,  w  liich  is  very  good,  aiul  will 
keep  them  from  fwclUng.”
